With the closing down of the USA Operations Mission to Saudi Arabia, 
due to reasons completely outside its sphere of activities, | feel it 
quite apropos to state some of the things which you have done here on 
which you have amply proven your capabilities, in spite of the fact 
that you never had an executed project agreenent to implement. 


1. You have the confidence and respect of all the Saudi Government 
officiels, as well as leading citizens with whom you have cone in contact, 


2. Working under the most adverse conditions, you have personally 
prepared and submitted more than 40 training participant applications 
for FOA/W consideration, an average of two 2 month for the time you have 
been here, 


3. You organised, operated and placed on a self-sustaining basis 
the Jidda School of Commerce, one of the best schools of its kind in the 
Middle Bast, This school has handled over 400 adult students and secured 
employment or salary and position advances for nearly all its graduates, 


4. You made a survey of the educational needs of the Saudi Government 
Railroad, submitted reports, drew up training plans, procedures, advised 
on building construction for schools and prepared the cooperative project 
with the Ministry of Communications, all of which was warmly accepted 
by the Minister, 


5. You assisted in the preparation of the Communication Ministry 
budget, graphically organized and detailed the administrative organiza- 
tion of this new Ministry, and prepared all job specifications for the 
personnel, including flow charts for routine procedures in the offices, 


6, You performed similar services for the new Ministry of Education, 
going much further in detail on administration, school organization, 
position specifications and descriptions, and financial procedures, Your 
organizational set-ups were adopted by the Minietry of Hducation to be 
made effective in three stages over the next three years, and on the basis 
of these plans the budget of the Ministry of Education was increased from 
$3,000,000 to $10,000,000 for the current year,

7. Your administrative organizational work brought repeated requests 
fron the Ministry of Finance for the same assistance, which had to be 
forgone because of the press of other duties, 


8, You have prepared drawings and specifications for elenentary 
schools and rendered advisory assistance to 21] educational organizations 
and groups interested in the promotion of education in Saudi Arabia, 


9. The Saudi Government has financially supported your trainee pro- 
gran with an investment of approximtely $130,000 or more, and is still 
vitally interested in it, 


I would like to take advantage of this opportunity of expressing 
to you my appreciation of your abilities and the cooperativeness that: 
you have always shown in my contacte with you.

Dear Walt: 


In reading over the copy of "Administrative Audit Report for Jidda" 
prepared by you during your recent visit here, there are several points 
to which I would like to call attention. 


At the bottom of page 4, you state that "no steps have been taken 
to exercise the cancellation option" of the program and project agree- 
ments listed on that page. Four or five weeks ago, Ambassador Wadsworth 
wrote a rather extensive letter to the Deputy Foreign Minister, Shaikh 
Yousef Yassan requesting SAG's views regarding the disposition which 
should be given to these subsidiary agreements. To date, no reply has 
been received but both the Embassy and this Mission have taken the stand 
that with the cancellation of the over-all agreement, all subsidiary 
agreements automatically become cancelled, 


On page 5, the verbal agreement pertaining to housing is not with 
Aziz Sudairi but with the Ministry of Finance, such agreement covering 
the occupancy of SAG and furnished houses on the Compound. wo of such 
houses have already been turned back to the Government and two additional 
ones will probably be turned back next week and still another within the 
following week. The Sudairi lease reads that it expires September 15, 
1955, but since it is cancelled at the end of the second year, i.e., Sep- 
tember 1954, notice of cancellation was given to Shaikh Sudairi on 
August 30, The apparent discrepancy in dates is due to the fact that the 
FBO representative here had arranged in writing with the owner of the 
Sudairi apartment house that the effective date of the lease would be 
September 30 rather than September 15, due to the fact that by September 15, 
1952, the property was not ready for occupancy, We have moved practically 
all the Mission things off this property and it will be returned to the 
office at the end of this month. 


I thought you would be interested in having these corrections, 
I am returning herewith office memoranda which I feel you left here 


by mistake.

It 
was our understanding at the time that this purchase was made that 
Customs duties would be cleared through our Smbassy in exactly the 
same manner that all other Lubassies in Jidda secure clearance on 
merchandise - in this case, secured from the local distributor for 
the exclusive use of members of the diplomatic Mission, It would 
seem to me that clearance might be secured through our Bnbassy in 
order that thie matter could be cleared up at an early date.

I have the honor to furnish you herewith the information which 
you requested regarding the activities of the Point 4 Mission in 
Saudi Arabia, 


According to information available here, Technical Assistance 
was first requested of the U.S, Government by the Saudi Arabian 
Government in 1949, when the Saudi Arabian Government requested 
assistance in developing and carrying out a water development program, 
Dr. Glen Brown was assigned to this job and work and was started early 
in 1950, under Public Law 403, under a grant frou the State Departnent. 
$55,000 was made available to Dr. Brown and his assistant, Roy Jackson, 
to cover aerial photography in the Asir-Tihama area involving about 
20,000 square miles, Field work was started in the Fall of 1950, but 
was interrupted frequently by urgent calls from the King and/or Minister 
of Finance to develop water supply for Riyadh and other centers of popu- 
lation, Two years later the field work in the Asir-Tihama area was 
finally completed and exploratory drilling was started by Bechtel, SAG 
contractors. $650,000 of equipment was purchased by the Saudi Arabian 
Governnent and the cost of drilling crews and expenses was borne by the 
Saudi Arabian Government, plus cost of furnished housing for Dr. Brown, 
Mr. Jackson and their families. 


On January 17, 1951, the J,5. Government and the Saudi Arabian 
Government executed an agreement whereby the former would provide tech- 
nical assistance to the latter for the purpose of developing the economic 
resources and productive capacities of Saudi Arabia, The first two 
requests made by the Saudi Arabian Government for assistance under that 
agreement were in the fielde of water development and public finance, 
including currencies, tariffs and customs. 


A public finance mission arrived in Saudi Arabia during the early 
part of 1952 to study the financial situation and, as a result of such

etudy, the Saudi Arabian Monetary Agency was established in October of 
that year, Furthermore, that Mission effected a comprehensive study of 
tariffs and such activities culminated in a new Tariff Law which became 
effective on December 3, 1952. 


Water development work was continued by Dr. Brown, his assistant, 
and two geologists. 


In February 1952, Dr. Samuel Stratton was appointed the first 
Country Director of this Mission, remaining in that post until Decenber 
of the same year, when hie appointment expired, During his administration 
program agreements in the respective fields of activity were executed, 

48 wel] as the agreements covering the Riyadh-Jidda Railway Survey and 
the Community Development. Although negotiations were carried on in 
other fields of activity, there were only four project agreements exe- 
cuted during the PY+53 period under the above program agreements — 

(1) Aerial Survey, involving a U.S, expenditure of $115,000; (2) Hailway 
Survey, involving « U.S. expenditure of about $300,000; (3) Quarantine 
Station, involving a U.5, expenditure of $100,000 ($50,000 of which was 

a carry over into PY¥-54), and (4) the Community levelopaent, involving 

a U.5, expenditure of $500,000. In addition to the above expenditures, 
there was the cost of U,5, technicians on each project. The Saudi Arabian 
Government contributions for the above projects comprised -- (1) juarters, 
subsistence and supplies for crews, as well as gaoline, oi) and oxygen; 
(2) equivalent of $27,000 for gasoline, oil and other supplies, housing 
and subsistence in Jidda for project manager and technicians, sircraft 
and crews for aerial reconnaissance; (3) about $10,000 in modification 

of existing buildings, installation of electric generator and cost of 
installation of U.S, equipment, and (4) $500,000 in kind and cash, 


During the FY-53 period, little was accomplished in the fields of 
education and agriculture due to the adverse attitude on the part of 
the Saudi Arabian Government toward outside assistance in educational 
work and lack of any sort of agricultural organization within the Saudi 
Arabian Covernuent, 


To date, 32 J,8, training grants have been issued, averaging about 
$4,000 each, the Saudi Arabian Government contributing about the same 
amount, In addition, 11 AUB training grants have been issued. 


Activities for FY-54 comprised Technical Assistance programs and 
Eeononie Aid projects, U.S. funds for such programs totaled $1,462,000 
and for such projects, $3,350,000, Although SAG contributions covering 
these programs and projects had not been fully established, it can be 
said that such contributions would have been from two to three tines 
greater than U.S, contributions,

At the present time, this Mission has 40 unite of motor equipment, 
mostly field unite, purchased from program funds, Also, two 0-7 Cater- 
pillar bulldozers, two Caterpillar D-12 motor graders, and one Vhevrolet 
water tank truck, purchased from Community Development funds, Ali of 
this equipment is being prepared for shipment to 50M Missions at Amman 
and Baghdad, 


With respect to termination of our work in Saudi Arabic, 1 believe 
I can best enswer your question by quoting first, the substance of the 
pertinent Saudi Foreign Office note of July 11, 1954, and second, the 
substance of o subsequent State Department press release on the subject. 
We do not, unfortunately, have the finai form in which the latter was 
issued. 


1. "The Saud! Arabian Foreign Office presents its compliments,... 
and has the honor to state .... that it has decided not to renew the 
Point Four Agreement (USPOA). At the same tine, it expresses ite 
thanks to the U,5, Government and the “oint four people for therser- 
vices offered by then to the country’. 


2, “The Saudi Arabian Governzent has indicated that it plans to 
finance future economic development projects from its own funds from oil 
revenues and that consequently, it 1s not requesting the U.S. Government to 
continue the Agreement of January 17, 1951, covering Teclinical Assistance 
and some demonstration equipment for joint prograns",

Section IV of Manual Order 81,7 dated April 21, 195), provided 
that scheduled air travel time should be used in determining maximum transit 
time unless there were compelling reasons for not using air travel, The 
purpose of this regulation was to encourage air travel in the interests of 
minimizing long absences of employees from their posts, There had been a 
number of recent instances of employees beinc absent from their posts for 
extended periods due to their use of slwo forms of surface transportation, 


Our experience to date with the new transit time reculation has 
indicated certain difficulties of administration and in some cases inequity 
to employees, The Manual Order is therefore being changed to provide that?: 


(1) Air travel time shall not be considered a factor in determining 
maximum transit time unless travel is actually performed by air: 


(2) Travel by air shall be encouraged to hold to a minimum absences 
from the post, 


(3) Where travel is performed by surface, the allowable transit time 
will be the actual travel time if first class regularly scheduled 
passenger service is used or if freichter service is used as the 
only available surface transportation; if freighter service is 
used in lieu of available first class regularly scheduled 
passenger service, transit time allowable will be limited to that 
allowed for travel by the regular passenger service, 


Additional reasons for prolonged home leave absences have been 
circuitous routing, use of large amounts of annual leave in connection with 
home leave, and failure in some cases to establish a firm date for the 
employee's return from home leave, 


(2) 


Under present regulations it is permissible for an employee to 
take 15 days of annual leave in addition to home leave, This permits him 
to be absent from his post for 9 full work weeks, In addition to this time 
he is entitled to transit time for travel to and from the United States, 
If an employee takes the maximum leave time permissible and travels by 
surface, he may be absent from his post in excess of four months, In many 
posts the complement is so small that this means that a desk mst remain 
uncovered or a detail must be requested from some other part of MUA. 


Mission Directors are expected to provide for scheduling of 
home leave so as to insure the continuation of essential activities and 
to review individual itineraries to see that extended absences to not 
result, It is considered that a minimum of personal attention to this 
problem by Mission directors will result in more effective Mission 
operations, elimination of instances which micht subject FOA to criticism, 
and elimination of the need for regulatory restrictions,
